NEWSPAPER! 
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TO rKEVKNT STKIKES. 


CHABGKl) WITH CONSPIRACY. 


The Civic Federation of Chicago has 


inaugurated a movement for the settle- 
ment of the labor question and the 
prevention of strikes. It is proposed i 
to hold a congress of representatives of • 
employers and employes, similar to 
tbe Parliament of Religions held dur- 
ing the World's Pair. The representa- 
tives will confer with each other, give 
the result of their experience and 
ndopt measures of conciliation which 
will avert strikes in the future. 


Of course, there is only one way to 


prevent strikes when differences exist 
between any considerable number of 
employes and their employers, and that 
is by arbitration. Had Pullman con- 
sented to arbitrate with his men, the 
late i trike would have been averted. 
Had he shown that there was good 
cause for reducing the wages of those 
in hi? employ, public sentiment would 
have been on his side. His company 
refused, however, to confer with the 
workmen, and the result was one of 
the moat geuonil and wide-spread 
strikes on record. Jivery trunk line in 
tho country was completely tied up 
and it took the wholo United States 
army, regiments ot militia and thou- 
sands of Deputy United States Mar- 
shals to rnovo trains. The losses to the 
roads, to the employes and to the pub- 
lic from tho general blo"kade amounts 
to many millions—more, at least, than 
tho whole watered stock of the Pulltunn 
Company. Business was completely 
paralyzed for nearly throo weeks, and 
in some of the strike centers much 
property was destroyed. 
Men who 


had grown gray in the service oC em- 
ployers, xvith whom they 7iover before 
had serious difficulty, joined in the 
strike against Pullman, that being the 
only way know u to them by which they 
conld emphasize their disapprobation 
of Pullman's conduct. 


If the proposed conference can de- 


vise means to compolj tho railroad 
organizations, as well as the labor 
organizations, to deal fairly with each 
otber and with tho public.it will ac- 
complish much good and be entitled 
to a vote of thanks from the people of 
the whole countrv.

In writing a letter to Chairman Wilson 
of the House Committee on Ways and 
Tleans advising the House to stand 
firm against tho Senate amendments 
to the Wilson bill, and has made him- 
self so obnoxious to the Democrats in 
the Senate that he was not invited to a 
caucus helrl yesterday. 


The difference between the Senate 


and House on the Tariff bill now see.-ns 
irreconcilable, and it is probable that 
there will be no tariff legislation at 
this session. If thero is not it will 
convince the moat obdurate goldbug 
that financial legislation is necessary 
to restore prosperity to the country 
and that the adoption of the gold 
standard, not threatened changes in 
t.-irid-' schedules, is the cause of the un- 
precedented commercial and industrial 
depression, which has resulted in in- 
dustrial armies and a series of strikes 
which has kept the country in a tur- 
moil for months.

The Virginia Chroniele says a prom- 


inent citizen of California who was a 
resident of Nevada during the flush 
times, and foremost among the writers 
and thinkers in the early history of 
Nevada, writes to a personal friend in 
Virginia City as follows: "It looks as 
though the strike was 
practically 


broken, and that the railroads v.-oald 
have things their own way again for n 
time; but the day of reckoning for 
them is not far off. If the powers that 
bs do not bring, them under the law 
there will be some power that will. I 
think a political landslide is impend- 
ing. Republicans and Democrats alike 
are coming over to the Populist camp. 
To judge from the people with whom I 
hive talked, there will be little more 
room than the skeleton of the old 
partiea left after the next election."

WASHINGTON, 
July 
2i. — Another 


dramatic scene occurred in tho Senate 
to-day. President Cleveland, instead 
of being the object of attack, was de- 
feuded 
with vigor und vim. 
His 


champion to-day was his old political 
rival and enemy, Senator David Ben- 
net Hill of New York. Tho Now York 
Senator spoke almost two hours to 
breathless galleries and u full Senate. 
Several times the presiding officer wus 
unable to restrain the enthusiasm his 
remarks evoked, notably when Mr. 
Hill declared that personal considera- 
tions would not prevent him from de. 
fending the President when unjustly 
attacked. 
He defended Cleveland's 


letter, his right to send it and the sen- 
timents it contained, and made a strong 
point against his adversaries when he 
pointed out that they criticised the 
President for siding with the House, 
when they admitted that they had used 
their influence to induce him to inter- 
pose in behalf of the Senate amend- 
ments to the tariff bill. He took up 
Gorman's argument and met ifc point 
by point in a manner satisfactory to 
himself at least and concluded with a 
piece of satire that stung those on the 
floor and tickled the galleries). Mr. 
Gorman yesterday compared Mr. Hill 
to lago. To-day Mr. Hill hkened those 
who had joined in the assault on Cleve- 
land to the conspirators who stabbed 
CiBsar to death at the foot of Pompey's 
statue in the Roman Senate. Gorman 
he characterized as a lean and hungry 
Cassius; Mr. Jones as Marcus Brutus, 
honest Brutns of the Senate; Mr. Vest, 
who struck the first :>low on Friday, as 
Casca; Mr. Voorhees as Trebonius, 
"testy but earnest," and Harris as 
Motellus Cimber. 
They had struck 


down the President, Mr. Hill said, not 
that they loved Cleveland less, but that 
they loved the Senate 
compromise 


more. 


Caffery followed Hill with a brief 


speech and gave his share of the secrets 
of the political prison house and de- 
tailed the manner in which the sugar 
schedule had been prepared, insisting 
that it was made by and in the interest 
of the sugar trust.

It Would be ef Immense Advantage to 


Nevnrtii 


There is no State in the Union that 


has been more systematically fleeced 
out of its wealth by a railroad corpora- 
tion than Nevada. In the matter of 
freights thf Central Pacific railroad 
corporation has collected from the resi- 
dents of Nevada, more than four times 
the average for the 
same 
service 


throughout the United 
States. To 


make this assertion plain so that the 
subsidized presa cannot warp it, •ne 
will take the report of the inter-State 
Commercs Commission for 1992. On 
page seventy-three it gives the average 
revenue to all the roads in the United 
States tit .895 of a cent per ton, per 
mile. On this basis the freight from 
Sacramento to Beno would average 
$1 38 per ton. The Beno merchants 
are charged an average of at least 500 
per cent greater rate than this, and the 
corporation will stand no back talk. 
The distance from Sacramento to Beno 
is thirty miles greater than the average 
distance of freight hauled throughout 
the United States and should innure 
to the benefits of the Eeno merchants, 
but this corporation has succeeded so 
well in fleecing the people of tho State 
and m running the politics of Nevada 
and California that it considers it has 
as many motgages on this cotnunitv as 
there aro mortgages on its own prop- 
erty. Wheu this benevolent corpora- 
tion sends its attorney up here to plead 
with the Commissioners for a reduc- 
tion iu the assessment valuation of its 
property, he shows a tabulated state- 
ment to the effect that the road can be 
duplicated for about $10,000 per mile, 
and that is about its real value, and tho 
Commissioners are expected to believe 
this statement. When Mr. Hunting- 
ton goos before the Government offic- 
ials to have the Central Pacific debt re- 
funded he tells them that the road is 
ample security for tho debt. The two 
mortgages with accrued interest on the 
Central Pacific amounts to ij.92,000,000 
As there is about 800 miles of track it 
makes the mortgaged indebtedness of 
the road exceed $110,000 per mile. 
Either Mr. Huntmgton is a huge pre- 
varicator when he goes before the Gov- 
ernment officials to have this debt re- 
funded, or else the 
attorney who 


appears before the County Commis- 
sioners and says the road is woith 
only ,$10,000 a mile talks through his I 
hat. When railroads resort to such ! 
tactics as thebe, and when they charge 
move for haalmg Ireight from San 
Francisco to JElko than they do from 
San Francisco to Boston, it is high 
time that the Government took the 
roads and put tho people of Nevada, 
as regards fares and freights, on a 
parity with the people of the rest of the 
country
